EUGENE V. DEBS GIVES SOME TIMELY COMMENT 
ON MATTERS OF CURRENT INTEREST. 


' We have often imtieed that men 
who c-ould WH* nothin;; practical in 
the Soi'ialist movement, which it- 
workin;; in the direction whicli so¬ 
cial evolution il.-^elf is takin;;, were 
surprising; ready to pin heir faith 
to reactionary schemes of reform 
which w<*re going against tlio cur¬ 
rent of that evolution. Ami they 
call theinscdves practical imai! 


ROBERT G- INGERSOLL, though not sn avowed Socialist, was profound¬ 
ly in sympathy with the working class and his utterance at times showed 
that he followed closely, if he did not actually embrace the Socialist philosophy. 

No man ever felt more keenly the inhumanity of the capitalist system,— 
its injustice to tabor aroused his wrath, the plea of poverty melted hu genci- 
oub heart and the sight of suReriug moved him to tears. 

The great orator was often given to reflections upon the labor question, 
but he admitted candidly that he could arrive at no couc'usion tbit satisfied 
his heart and brain. 

To sit near him and to hear him as only he could talk, was not only to be 
impressed with his sincerity, but to feel the current of his wonderful, magnetic 
power, admire his transcendent genius and love and honor the incompaiable 
man. 

Seventy years ago to-day Ingersoll, oratory’s greatest master, was boin. 
He had the power of a Titan adorned by all the tender sensibilities of a ch:ld. 

Looking over his works to-day, I found the following eloquent passage: 
which will serve most worthily as an anniversary offering and receive hearty 
welcome in the literature of freedorp:— 

“Tiu- tir-t K-Aiilt of tlio invention of inat-Iiinery hati been to increase the 
Moalth of the few. The iiu|>e of the worSil is that thrnugn invention man ra:i 
(iiially lake Much advantage of these forces of nature, of the weight of water, 
of thi- lurcc of wind, of steam, of electricity, that they will do the work of the 
world; and it is the hope of the really civi!i*e<| that the.Me inventions will 
finally cease to be the property of the few, to the end that they uiuy do the 
work of all for all. 

When thoAe who do the work own the machines, when those who toil con¬ 
trol the inventions, then, and not till then, can the world lie civilized or free 
hen these forces shall do the bidding of tlie individual, when they become 
the property of the mechanic instead of the n)oiio{>oly, when they belong to 
lolmr insteail of to what is called capital, when these great powers are as free it* 
the individual laborer as the air and light are now free to all, then, and not 
until then, the individual will t>e restored and all forms of slavery will dU 
upjtear.”

This will be 
accomplinhod by making every railroad train a mail train and by commission¬ 
ing railroad conductors, haggagemasters and other trainmen an employes of the 
I nited States |)OHtal service and empowering them to handle mails." 

This will make a scab, a patriotic scab, of every railroad man engaged in 
train service.

Socialism is collective control of 
industries organized hy a natural 
business evolution, not by the eo- 
oircration of good-natureil [reoplc. 

So long as a woman is content to 
give up lier time to catering to the 
appetites and whims of her o«ti 
little household, there is nothing in 
Socialism to force her to do other¬ 
wise. 

We cannot lay too much stress on 
the truth that Soi'ialism wilt gn>w 
no figs on thistles, will grow no 
acorns even on oak sprouts in a 
year. Everything will come natur¬ 
ally by a process of growth.

That will not be “co-operative 
housekeeping.”

Among the articles we have lately seen on the subject is one signed 
by John Spargo, editor ofthe “Comrade,” though we do not like to 
think ho is the author of it Comrade Spargo is usiully sound and on 
the right side, but in this case he is certainly open to the snspicion of 
playing to the galleries. 

He arbitrary fixes the remuneration of organizers, lecturers and 
speakers, and anybody who does not choose to accept His schedule of 
prices is a grafterl

and if there is any danger there is where it is to come from. Th^e 
arc any number who are willing to serve at any pri. a and they are dear 
at any price.
